One of the surprises on the 
Republican ticket came in the 
two-way race for the nomina­ 
tion of county sheriff, with Ralph 
J. Patrick of New Cumberland 
beating Clayton H. Hobbs of 
Chester by 582 votes. 
Patrick, former star athlete at 
Weir High School, polled 2.360 
votes to 1,778 by Hobbs, former 
county sheriff. 
In the Democratic race f o r 
prosecuting a t t o r n e y , Atty. 
Floyd R. Tarr of Weirton fin­ 
ished 370 votes 
in front of 
Miss Caille Tsapis of Chester. 
Atty. Tarr, the incumbent, 
will Ax paired in the fall with 
Atty. Leonard Z. Alpert of Weir­ 
ton, who was unopposed on the 
GOP ticket. Atty. Tarr received 
5,395 votes to Miss Tsapis' 5,016. 
Alpert got 2,959. 
Winning the Democratic nom­ 
ination in a four-way race for 
county assessor was Anthony N.

John L. Bailey of We s t o n , 
W. Va., apparently won th e 
Democratic nomination for West 
Virginia's 1st Congressional Dis­ 
trict, according to the f i n a l 
count today of the 668 precincts 
in the 13 counties that partici­ 
pated 
in 
Tuesdays 
primary. 
The tally was complete but un­ 
official. 
The race was in doubt down 
to the wire. 
Bailey took the nomination by 
a slim margin of 384 votes from 
W. R. Wilson of Fairmont, and 
will be paired in November with 
Rep. Arch Moore Jr. of Mounds­ 
ville, who was unopposed for 
the Republican nomination. 
Bailey received 33.402 votes to 
Wilson's 33,018. 
Moore received 4.038 compli­ 
mentary votes in Hancock. 
There was no question, how­ 
ever, about the opponents in the 
1st Senatorial District. S t a t e 
Sen. William Tompos of Weir­ 
ton easily won the Democratic 
nomination over four other op­ 
ponents to face Robert D. Bar­ 
on, Wellsburg Republican, who 
defeated Willis A. Baldwin of 
Follansbee. 
Tompos received ll.M2 votes 
in the three-county district to 
7.041 for Robert M. Warren, also 
of Weirton; 4,098 for Merrill F. 
Arbogast of Beech Bottom, and 
2,146 for Richard Herron of 
Pughtown. 
Barron polled 8.221 to 5.223 
for Baldwin, according to t h e 
'complete but unofficial returns. 
Meanwhile, results were an­ 
nounced after the final count on 
other Hancock races for squire 
and constable nominations and 
for the election of party com­ 
mittee members.

Foreign Aid 
Due OK Bv 
a/ 
House Unit 


Measure May Come 
Out Of Committee 
Without Any Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson's $3.4-billion for­ 
eign aid bill may come out of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee today intact. 
If so, this will be the first 
time that a President’s foreign 
aid request has passed the first 
barrier on the long congression­ 
al road without being sliced at 
least a little bit. 
This would not mean, how­ 
ever, that Johnson is sure to end 
up with the $3.4 billion he wants. 
The bill now in the committee 
only authorizes the money. Aft­ 
er Congress is finished with that 
bill, it starts work on another 
to appropriate Hie money. The 
big cuts—if any—would come 
then. 
But Johnson's hopes received 
a firm boost Wednesday when 
the committee, in executive ses­ 
sion, rejected all attempts to 
cut the bill. This represented a 
major victory in the Johnson 
strategy of giving Congress a 
bill that he said already was 
bare to the bone. 
And the controversies that lie 
ahead today do not center on 
money cuts at all. 
Chairman Thomas E. Morgan, 
D-Pa., said that the committee 
will take up three money items 
today—military assistance, the 
contingency fund and adminis­ 
tration costs of foreign aid. 
The big amendment pending 
calls for an increase of $250 mil­ 
lion in military assistance and 
not a decrease. This has been 
proposed by Rep. William S. 
Broomfield. R-Mich., who says 
that the $1 billion in the bill for 
military 
assistance 
is 
not 
enough. 
Morgan expects less of a fight 
over military assistance than 
over a provision that gives Da­ 
vid E Bell, director of the Agen­ 
cy for International Develop­ 
ment, authority to dismiss what 
he considers “marginal people" 
from AID’s Washington head­ 
quarters. 
The chairman said there is a 
dispute between his committee 
and the House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee about 
which group should have juris­ 
diction over this problem.

WASHINGTON (API - Sec­ 
retary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara flies back to the cap­ 
ital today from a fifth inspection 
trip to South Viet Nam publicly 
optimistic about the war against 
the Communist Viet Cong. 
“I am convinced,” McNamara 
said Wednesday on a stopover 
at Honolulu, “that the persistent 
execution of the political and 
military plans which the South 
Viet Nam government has and 
which we are supporting will 
lead to a successful conclusion 
of this war.”

Accord Nips

In Alliance

BULLETIN 
THE HAGUE (AP) - Min­ 
isters of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization express­ 
ed determination today “to 
achieve a genuine relaxation” 
in 
international 
relations. 
They reaffirmed that the Ger­ 
man problem can only be 
settled by the will of the Ger­ 
man people. 


THE HAGUE (API — Greece 
and Turkey agreed today to ac­ 
cept mediation by the NATO 
secretary-general of their bitter 
dispute over Cyprus, a source 
at the North Atlantic Alliance’s 
spring meeting of foreign min­ 
isters reported today. 
Greek Foreign Minister Stav- 
ros Kostopoulos agreed to medi­ 
ation on condition that it would 
not be confined to the Cyprus 
dispute but 
would cover all 
phases of Greek - Turkish rela­ 
tions. Greece is upset by recent 
Turkish seizure of the property 
of Greek nationals living in Tur­ 
key and expulsion of a number 
of them. 
Turkish Foreign Minister Fer- 
idun Cemal Erkin had accepted 
a mediation role for the North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
Wednesday. 
But 
Kostopoulos 
until today had argued that the 
Cyprus dispute was not a NATO 
matter, the position 
held by 
President Makarios of Cyprus. 
The agreement avoided a ma­ 
jor crisis in the alliance. The 
festering 
quarrel 
between 
NATO's easternmost members 
threatened to undermine the al­ 
liance’s 
whole 
southeastern 
flank. 
The agreement was reached 
after several ministers, includ­ 
ing 
U.S. 
Secretary 
of State 
Dean Rusk. Paul-Henri 
Spaak 
of Belgium and Paul Martin of 
Canada, urged Greece and Tur­ 
key to permit NATO to act un­ 
der a December, 1956, resolu­ 
tion covering the alliance’s in­ 
ternal affairs. 
Rusk warned the two nations 
armed conflict between them 
over Cyprus must not be allowed 
to happen. 
Secretary - General Dirk U. 
Stikker was authorized to con­ 
tact the Greek and Turkish gov­ 
ernments to promote better re­ 
lations between Athens and An­ 
kara He is to keep NATO’s per­ 
manent council informed. 
TTiis work will be continued by 
Stikker's 
successor, 
Manlio 
Brosio of Italy, who takes of­ 
fice Aug I.

Air Force Base, the jet lost al­ 
titude. wavered and then knifed 
into the tract. The plane ex­ 
ploded, spewing flames over a 
wide area. Seven dwellings were 
destroyed. 
Five blocks away, 800 chil­ 
dren were attending classes in 
Lincoln 
Elementary 
School. 
They were not endangered. 
The plane plummeted to earth 
at the far edge of the develop­ 
ment. just short of a cleared 
area the pilot was fighting to 
reach 
The dead: 
1st. LL Raynor L. Hebert, 26. 
pilot, of Port 
Arthur, Tex.; 
Betty Lou Le Dane. 31. and her 
daughter. Teresa. 3; two chil­ 
dren of the Paul Lowry family. 
Derwent, 3, and Josephine, 3 
months. Aside from Hebert, all 
were residents (rf the tract. 
In five days Hebert would 
have gone on 27 days leave. 
An unidentified truck driver 
gave this account: 
“I was rounding the comer 
and could see the plane coming 
in nose up and tail down. It 
struck the first house with the 
tail aflame and skidded across 
the rooftops to other homes.” 
Two weeks ago, in an inter­ 
view, Brig. Gen. Boyd Hubbard, 
Nellis commander, bad warned 
contractors that building homes 
close to the air base was “court­ 
ing disaster.” The development 
is seven miles away but in the 
path of runways, those on the 
scale said. Its homes are in 
i the $15,000 price range.

'Hie 
first hint of trouble was Hebert's 
report to the control tower that 
his landing gear would not re­ 
tract, the spokesman said.

j Leaders Seek 
Support On 
Rights Phase 


Amendment* Aim 
Al Cracking Long 
Stalemate On Bill 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Sen- 
ate leaders face the task today 
of winning support for a batch 
of 
compromise 
amendment* 
aimed at cracking the long civil 
rights stalemate. 
Key Republican and Demo­ 
cratic senators agreed on the 
compromise package Wednesday 
after their sixth meeting with 
Atty. Gan. Robert F. Kennedy. 
The next step will be an ef­ 
fort by the leaders to sell the 
proposed changes to their rank- 
and-file members at party eau- 
cuaes—on Tuesday for the Re­ 
publicans, and probably for the 
Democrats, too. 
The big question is whether 
the amendments, which restrict 
the scope of the House bill, will 
make it possible to win over 
enough senators to invoke clo­ 
ture and thus shut off the South­ 
ern oratory blocking action on 
the measure. 
Republican Leader Everett M. 
Dirksen appears to have the 
tougher task since he conceded 
he must produce 25 of the 33 Re­ 
publican senators if cloture is to 
be achieved. 
The Democratic leaders must 
produce either 41 or 42 of their 
67 members. There are 18 South­ 
ern Democrats and one Repub­ 
lican—Texan John C. Tower—in 
the group opposed to the bill. 
Assistant Democratic Leader 
Hubert H. Humphrey, the bill's 
floor manager, pointed out that 
cloture could be achieved with 
41 from his side if only 99 sen­ 
ators vote, as seems likely. Sen. 
Clair Engle, D-Calif., is ill and 
is not expected to be on hand. 
To impose cloture requires th*, 
votes of two-thirds of the sena­ 
tors present.

Humphrey said that, even if 
the package wins wide accept­ 
ance at the conference next 
week, an attempt will not ha 
made to invoke cloture immedi- 
s ately.

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Bond Procedure Was Legal 


Three Seems To Be A Crowd 


The legal cloud that had been hanging 
over Ohio’s $250 million capital improve­ 
ments bond issue has been dispelled by 
the State Supreme Court The capital im­ 
provements program, consisting chiefly 
of improvements to higher education fa­ 
cilities, can get back into motion. 
The legal issue raised was in two parts: 
Whether there had been improper delega­ 
tion of authority to the state finance di­ 
rector to levy a tax at his discretion to 
pay off the $250 million 
bond 
issue 
authorized by statewide vote last Novem­ 
ber, and whether this jeopardized a pre­ 
vious bond issue of $150 million for capi­ 
tal improvements authorized by statewide 
vote in 1955. Both were to be paid for 
with a one-cent tax on cigarettes. 
The specific question raised was wheth­ 
er power given the state finance director 
to check the Ohio treasury each month 
to determine if enough money was on 
hand to pay the bonds with the revenue 
from a penny-a-pack on cigarettes was 


illegal. The supporting argument behind 
the question was that the finance direc­ 
tor had been given, in effect, power to 
levy an additional tax on cigarettes if 
necessary, tap the revenue fund and even 
to have resort to the ‘‘faith and credit 
of the state of Ohio” to secure the bonds. 
This, it was argued, was ‘‘raw power, 
in violation of the separation of legisla­ 
tive and executive power and therefore 
unconstitutional. 
The Ohio Supreme Court has ruled this 
was a procedure properly defined and 
assigned; that the procedure in no way 
jeopardized the security of the previous 
bonds. 
Thus, the security of the new issue as 
well as the old issue has been certified 
by the high court in a clear-cut decision, 
to the satisfaction of both current and 
future bondholders. The legal cloud over 
the $250 million issue now has grown a 
silver lining and Ohio can get on with its 
capital improvements program. 


Plans For Chester Hill 


It is somewhat comforting for area 
motorists, truckers, industrialists a n d 
businessmen to learn that the West Vir­ 
ginia State Road Commission is studying 
improvement of the Route 30 Chester Hill. 
Burl Sawyers, commissioner, has re­ 
plied to a Chamber of Commerce query 
about the winding section of road, report­ 
ing the highway office is attempting to 
determine with whether a third upgrade 
lane or a four-lane roadway would be 
more feasible. 
The twisting, hilly highway from Caro­ 
lina Ave. to the Route 2 intersection is not 
merely a dangerous road for traffic — 
proved by repeated accidents over the 
years — it is a transportation bottleneck 


which has a serious effect on economic 
growth of the area. 
Route 30 east is a vital link between the 
East Liverpool and Chester areas to m ar­ 
kets and shipping points in Western Pen­ 
nsylvania and the Greater Pittsburgh Air­ 
port. 
The hill section is of special importance 
In connecting Chester with the rest of ex­ 
panding north Hancock County and the 
Oak Glen High School. 
A decision by the State Road Commis­ 
sion on what type of improvement will be 
made and preparations to get the project 
into the construction stage cannot come 
too soon for those in the Tri-State Area 
who know how essential modern roads are 
for safety and progress. 


Progress In Panama 


/ 


Whatever hanky-panky may have oc­ 
curred during the Panama election, the re­ 
sult was a clear-cut vote for the most 
reassuring of the candidates — Marcos 
Robles, a former minister of justice. He 
it an avowed conservative. 
Another candidate, Juan de Arco Galin­ 
do, who ran third, appealed to the same 
sentiment as the winner. Thus, the de­ 
feat of die pre-election favorite, nation­ 
alist Amulfo Arias, was not only decisive 
in the race with Robles but shattering 
in the showdown on political position. 
TTiis does not mean that misgivings 
about continuous trouble in Panama fol­ 
lowing severance of diplomatic relations 
last Jan. IO now can be forgotten. It does 
suggest that because bad feeling against 
the United States was not fanned into 
flames by the politicians during their cam­ 
paign it will not be a prime political 
position in the months ahead. 
The loser in the presidential contest 
claims he was counted out unfairly, a nor­ 
mal suspicion in Panamanian elections, 
especially on the part of this year's 
loser. In 1948, he claimed the same thing 
after he had lost an election. 
A year later, the winner died in of­ 
fice. The Arias faction in Panama there­ 
upon demanded1 that the ballots be re­ 
counted. which was done, and Arias was 
proclaimed the winner. He went on from 
that point to rule Panama until 1951, when 
the Panama National Guard deposed him. 
He previously had been president in 1940- 
41, until he fled under suspicion of being 
a Nazi. In 1951, after he was deposed, 
the Panama National Assembly barred 
him from office for life.

tomorrow 
morning.” 
Those creative mediators. Theo­ 
dore Kheel and Dr. George Tay­ 
lor are geniuses not so much 
because they kept the nation 
from slowly being strangled by 
a national rail strike, but be­ 
cause they learned in five days 
what it took others five decades 
to learn. 
They’re still at it. but few 
realize the difficulties of the 
language they encountered—a 
"patois” going back to the days 
when Indians shot burning ar­ 
rows into wooden freight cars. 


TO UNDERSTAND the enor­ 
mity of learning the jargon of 
a 100-year-old industry in less 
than IOO hours, is to understand 
the real issues in a rail crisis 
which is still with us. Few do 
understand, so here goes. 
Early 
in 
the 
negotiations 
Kheel and Taylor found the 
railroad management people ar­ 
guing with the union chiefs over 
something called "pooling the 
caboose.” After a 
while the 
newcomers understood that in 
days of old the caboose was a 
"m an s 
home 
away 
from 
home. . . . He had curtains on 
the windows, his wife’s picture 
on the wall, his own coffee pot 
on a hot stove, his own cups, 
perhaps a whiskey bottle, also 
his foul weather gear and his 
overalls. . . . It was his home 
away from home.” 
The 
mediators 
did 
some 
homework. They learned that 
the trainman or conductor’s ca­ 
boose on a layover was truly 
his "castle ” When the train 
came to the end of a certain 
point, it had to stop, unhook its 
caboose, shunt it to a siding 
and hitch up another caboose 
"belonging” to another train-

man or conductor. Practically 
each one of them had his own 
caboose. This took considerable 
time 
and. 
therefore, 
consid­ 
erable money. 


SO THE RAILROADS went to 
the unions and said, pool the 
cabooses! Leave the end car at­ 
tached to the train so it can 
be used by many trainmen in­ 
stead of just one or two. But 
the men complained that since 
they had their personal effects 
in the car, giving it up would 
be like letting some stranger 
live in your own home. 
So the roads said they’d give 
a penny a mile in lieu of pri­ 
vate occupancy of the caboose. 
Some workers on some lines ac­ 
cepted the deal. The cabooses 
were pooled. 
But last month the unions de­ 
manded payment for lodging 
during time spent away from 
home on layovers. When the 
roads retorted that they already 
were paying a penny a mile, 
the Brotherhoods argued that 
this was only to compensate for 
the sacrifice of a home away 
from home and not for lodging. 
During the White House con­ 
ferences both sides agreed to 
settle, though they did not set­ 
tle this problem. It will have 
to lie done on a railroad-by-rail- 
road basis. 


MORE 
BITTER 
arguments 
came over "inter - divisional 
runs.” After an average of 123 
miles the trains stop, a crew 
gets off and a new crew gets 
on. 
The railroads asked why the 
average couldn’t be 146 miles. 
The unions replied that many 
crew members had homes at or 
near the end of the 123-mile 
point and the men would have 
to be recompensed for losses in­ 
curred in moving or in the sale 
of the old home and purchase 
of the new one — at the 146- 
mile point.

The roads said. fine, but who 
will appraise the value of the 
house the men must vacate? 
This argument was not settled 
either. The mediators now are 
working on an acceptable ap­ 
praisal system. 
Then Kheel and Taylor found 
themselves juggling with the 
problem of getting the "last en­ 
gine" out of the yard. This re­ 
fers to the locomotive in a small 
switching yard where few trains 
stop each day. The yard is vital, 
though there could be as little 
as IO minutes’ work a day for 
the engine. 
Under the union rules an en­ 
gine must be kept there with 
a full crew, even though the lo­ 
comotive and the crew of trains 
which come in "over the road” 
could switch their own cars. 
But if the incoming crew did 
this, it would throw the almost 
idle yard crew out of work. 


FINA1-L.Y the union agreed to 
eliminate such a standby engine 
if there were less than four 
hours work for it. But there are 
24 hours in the day — and the 
argument raged over which four 
hours of the day should be 
counted. The union wanted the 
right to pick them. If they chose 
a four-hour stretch during which 
only two trains came in, the 
crew of the standby engine 
could get a full days pay for 
only a half hour s work. 
This could happen if one train 
came in just at the beginning 
of the four-hour 
stretch 
and 
another at the end of it — be­ 
cause of time tables or freight 
schedules. 
These are only three of scores 
of such issues. But Kheel and 
Taylor were the ‘ creative medi­ 
ators” the President — and the 
union — needed They were the 
first 
to 
decode 
the 
jargon, 
make sense out of it, and make 
peace for a while. 


Citizens may begin to wonder 
whether there is any protection 
for the civil rights of those em­ 
ployers who undergo severe fi­

walkouts. 
Within t h e 
last few days, 
unions h a v e David Lawrence 
had to call on their members 
to obey a federal court order 
which prohibits wildcat strikes 
that have arisen in some rail­ 
roads over the terms of an arbi­ 
tration award. Also, there are 
wildcat strikes on construction 
projects in different parts of 
the country. 
In the nation's capital a group 
of printers caused suspension 
for four days of the normal edi­ 
tions of the Washington Eve­ 
ning and Sunday Star, resulting 
in losses not only to the owners 
but to the merchants of the city 
who depend to a large extent 
upon day-to-day advertising for 
their sales. 
The 
City 
of 
Washington 
doesn t have a mayor, and has 
to rely upon the president and 
the Congress for laws to protect 
the citizens. Neither President 
Johnson nor members of Con­ 
gress even denounced the wild­ 
cat strike. 


THE CONSTITUTION forbids 
Congress to pass any law that 
would abridge the freedom of 
the press, but it does not pre­ 
vent a labor-union organization 
or its members from accom­ 
plishing virtually the same pur­ 
pose. 
The fact that a walkout oc­ 
curs without t h e authorization 
of the national union and in vio­ 
lation of a contract, as hap­ 
pened in the case of the Wash­ 
ington printers, and that an ef­ 
fort publicly was made by the 
union officers to persuade the 
workers to go back to their 
jobs does not erase the loss. 
Is there a remedy under ex­ 
isting laws? The right to strike 
is recognized in the National 
Labor Relations Act. Redress, 
however, can be sought when in­ 
dividuals conspire with each 
other and engage in a walkout. 
Sec. 301 reads as follows: 
"Suits for violation of con­ 
tracts 
between 
an 
employer 
and a labor organization repre­ 
senting employes in an indus­ 
try affecting commerce as de­ 
fined in this act. or between 
any such labor organizations, 
may be brought in any District 
Court of the United States hav­ 
ing jurisdiction of the parties, 
without respect to the amount 
in controversy or without re­ 
gard to the citizenship of the 
parties. . . . 
"For the 
purposes of this 
section, in determining whether 
any person 
is 
acting 
as 
an 
’agent’ of another person so as 


to make such other person re­ 
sponsible for his acts, the ques­ 
tion of whether the specific 
acts performed were actually 
authorized or subsequently rati­ 
fied shall not be controlling.’' 


IN THE WASHINGTON case, 
the walkout by the employes 
was not sanctioned by the na­ 
tional union. The statute makes 
it possible to hold the labor un­ 
ion itself responsible neverthe­ 
less for breaches of contract. 
What happened in the current 
instance was that the foreman 
of the composing 
room dis­ 
charged a shop chairman of the 
printers union for allegedly vio­ 
lating the rules of the com­ 
pany. 
The contract 
between 
a 11 
Washington newspapers and the 
printers 
union 
provides 
that 
such disputes must be submit­ 
ted to arbitration. The union ar­ 
gued that the employe should 
first be reinstated without prej­ 
udice, and it was the publish­ 
er’s refusal to do this which led 
other employes to walk off the 
job. 
When the strike was finally 
settled, with the issues to he 
submitted to arbitration if nec­ 
essary, the shop chairman was 
reinstated as demanded by the 
strikers but with the loss to 
him of one day’s wages. 
Who will pay the financial 
losses the employer incurred ? 
This question has arisen many 
times before, and customarily 
when a strike is settled there is 
a tendency to let bygones be 
bygones. This has led to the 
impression that wildcat strikes 
never are going to be punished, 
and that hence no risk is taken 
by those who start them. What­ 
ever penalty there is thus re­ 
mains on the side of the em­ 
ployer whose property is dam­ 
aged. 


ONE REASON is that the em­ 
ployers do not relish a continu­ 
ance of the dispute and are usu­ 
ally anxious to settle the mat­ 
ter. 
The 
proposal, 
for 
in­ 
stance. by federal government 
mediators submitted to both the 
union and the newspaper pub­ 
lisher contained the following 
paragraph, which was subse­ 
quently accepted by both sides: 
"That, in the Interest of pro­ 
moting 
harmonious 
relations, 
neither the company nor the 
union take any punitive or le­ 
gal action against any individu­ 
al or against each other in re­ 
lation to this controversy.” 
The civil rights controversy 
has properly emphasized indi­ 
vidual rights where there are 
discriminations due to race or 
c o l o r or religion. There a r e 
many other forms of discrim­ 
ination which have not yet been 
covered by law. One of them 
appears to be that exercise of 
arbitrary power by a conspir­ 
acy of individual citizens to tie 
up a plant or a factory or a 
railroad 
without 
themselves 
undergoing 
any 
substantial 
penalty.

Repeat­ 
ed attacks by health groups 
since 1954 failed to stem the 
rising c l o u d of cigarette 
smoke. Now, four months af­ 
ter the surgeon general's re­ 
port, cigarette sales are re­ 
turning to a normal pattern 
of growth. The recent mildly 
disapproving pamphlet issued 
by the American Medical As­ 
sociation went almost without 
notice by the industry, busy 
developing new ways to make 
smoke safer as well as milder.

WASHINGTON (API - Teach­ 
er salaries have nearly doubled 
since the 1950-51 school year, but 
they still lag far behind most 
other professional workers, the 
National Education Association 
reports. 
The NEA said the national av­ 
erage salary of classroom teach- 


ers this year is $5,963, an in­ 
crease of $231 over 1962-63. 
This year's figure is 97.2 per 
cent higher than in 1950-51. In 
that 13-year period, the average 
salary 
of 
elementary-school 
teachers rose by 106 6 per cent, 
second a ry-school 
teachers 
by 
81.4 per cent. 


Secondarv-school teachers this 
year are making an average of 
$6,214. elementary-school teach­ 
ers $5,797. 
According to 1960 census fig­ 
ures. the NEA said the average 
salary for all teachers ranked 
15th in a list of 20 professions. 
Only social and welfare work­ 
ers, 
librarians, 
elementary- 
school 
teachers, 
clergymen 
and 
dieticians ranked 
below 
them. 
Salaries of secondary-school 


teachers ranked slightly higher 
than the average for all teach­ 
ers. Physicians and surgeons led 
the list, with average annual in­ 
come three times that of teach­ 
ers. No dollar figures were giv­ 
en. 
The NEA report, “ Economic 
Status of Teachers in 1963-64. 
said the typical beginning teach­ 
er in the largest cities, where 
the highest salaries are paid, 
starts at an annual salary of 
$4,700. 


This is estimated to be at 
least $1,000 less than a male col­ 
lege graduate could expect as a 
starting wage in virtually any 
other profession. 
The report did not include a 
state-by-state breakdown of av­ 
erage teacher salaries.

XING'S SELLS TOR LESS 
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Teacher Salaries Far Behind 
Other Professional Workers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Teach­ 
er salaries have nearly doubled 
since the 1950-51 school year, but 
they still lag far behind most 
other professional workers, the 
National Education Association 
reports. 
The NEA said the national av­ 
erage salary of classroom teach- 


in- 
ers this year is $5,963, an 
crease of $231 over 1962-63. 
This year’s figure is 97.2 per 
cent higher than in 1950-51. In 
that 13-year period, the average 
salary 
of 
elementary-school 
teachers rose by 106.6 per cent, 
secondary-school 
teachers 
by 
81.4 per cent. 


Secondary-school teachers this 
year are making an average of 
$6,214, elementary-school teach­ 
ers $5,797. 
According to 1960 census fig­ 
ures, the NEA said the average 
salary for all teachers ranked 
15th in a list of 20 professions. 
Only social and welfare work­ 
ers, 
librarians, 
elementary- 
school 
teachers, 
clergymen 
and 
dieticians 
ranked 
below 
them. 
Salaries of secondary-school 


teachers ranked slightly higher 
than the average for all teach­ 
ers. Physicians and surgeons led 
the list, with average annual in­ 
come three times that of teach­ 
ers. No dollar figures were giv­ 
en. 
The NEA report, “ Economic 
Status of Teachers in 1963-64,” 
said the typical beginning teach­ 
er in the largest cities, where 
the highest salaries are paid, 
starts at an annual salary of 
$4,700. 


This is estimated to be at 
least $1,000 less than a male col- 
lege graduate could expect as a 
starting wage in virtually any 
other profession. 
The report did not include a 
I state-by-state breakdown of av­ 
erage teacher salaries.
